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East Jordan to spend money on aquifer survey 


“It’s not an emergency situation, 
but why let it get out of control,’’ said 
East Jordan councilman Al Joseph. 
The city council agreed and approved 


spending $1,100 for a survey of 
aquifers for future water supply and 
city plans for development. 

‘There is money budgeted for this

type of project,’’ said city superin- 
tendent Mike Dionne. Williams and 
Works, a Grand Rapids engineering 
firm, which has been called in on 


other city projects, will do the survey. 

Dionne noted that the drought last 
July pushed water supply facilities 
close to their limit. Well number 1, 
which has been in service 50 years 
and is still producing good water, has 
to be watched both because of its age 
and for its location relatively near a 
sewer. 

Wells two, three, and four cannot 
replace number one. Three and four 
are suitable mainly for emergencies 
because of iron in the water, and 
number two supply has been called 
insufficient to supply the whole city. 

Dionne said it could get to the point 
of drilling test wells, and he said a 
grant of $25,000 may be asked of the 
state for the drilling. 

Council amended its budget to 
supply $9,500 for recouping the sewer 


budget $3,300, and- providing funds 
for sewer repairs on Esterly Street, as 
well as manhole cover replacements. 

Rather than make an exception to 
its fee schedule, the council voted to 
pay the cost of the fee for the 
Lionesses Christmas Party in the 
Civic Center in December. 

The Center has also been re- 
quested as the city cheese distribu- 
tion location, starting in November 
and continuing once a month until 
spring. The request was referred to 
parks and recreation committee for 
study. 

Dionne reviewed the report of 
vandalism on the monitoring wells at 
the landfill, pointing out that they had 
been improperly installed by the 
Department of Natural Resources 
contractor in the first place, and could 


have been heaved by frost even if not 
vandalized. He said state police had 
been called by the DNR regarding the 
situation. 

The city will also investigate, he 
said. , 
Attorney fees for city defense in the 
Herman Rasch suit amounted to 
$15,140. Former city attorney Roy 
Hayes, who took the case, was 
authorized a payment of $8,000 for 
the present. 

The city also voted to set aside 
$1,500 for possible donation to the 
Charlevoix County Task Force, newly 
forming and asking help from the 
county’s cities. 

Mayor Bill Merwin read the 
proclamation making November 7 
East Jordan Ironworks Day in cele- 
bration of the foundry’s 100th an- 
niversary.

This year Boyne City did not collect 
a summer for the school system, 
although it did for the preceding 
three years. This fall the proposition 
is alive again. Superintendent Rich 
Kelly asked the city commission at its 
November 8 noon meeting to agtee to 
resuming summer collection if the 
school board approves. 

At its November 14 meeting the 
board will discuss the question. A 
notice will be printed on the board’s 
intention to vote on it at their 
December 12 meeting. 

One half the school tax would be 
collected in summer if the board 
approves, This is the same plan that 
was used in the three previous years. 
The purpose is to reduce the amount 
the school has to borrow in antici- 
pation of winter -tax collection. This 
year it borrowed $893,000, The cost of 
interest (between $10,000 and 
$15,000) is the chief reason for asking 
for summer tax collection. 

City treasurer Edith Beck pointed 
out that the city would lose part of the 
one percent collection fee that it takes

in the winter. The fee collection is not 
allowed in summer. If the school tax 
is collected only in winter, as it will 
be this year, the one percent would 
apply to the full amount and come to 
about $5,800. 

Commissioners agreed that even 
though the city would lose, the loss of 
half the fee would be ultimately 
beneficial to the community in that 
the school would at the same time be 


’ saving even more. : 


Kelly explained that. recent state 
law required schools to pay townships 
a fee if the townships as well as the 
city were willing to collect summer 
taxes. The fee would be to reimburse 
townships, which are not equipped to 
run up two tax collections a year. 

Because townships in the school 
district were not able to come up in 
time with what to charge, the school 
postponed the effort. Rough 
estimates were between $3 and $5 per 
parcel. 

In other action, the city commis- 
sion approved compensating city clerk 
Tom Garlock for his extra duty as 


acting city manager for approximately 
12 weeks. Garlock was given a round 
of applause for his effort and voted 
$100 a week additional pay. 

An amendment to the city’s con- 
tract with the Federal Housing Com- 
mission was made to allow federal 
funds of about $17,000 to be applied 
to Housing Commission work on such 
needs as project drives and insula- 
tion. 

The VanAlistine Auto Parts bus- 
iness received permission to go ahead 
with its express driveway along the 
sidewalk of its proposed new build- 
ing. The previous drive dimensions 
would have been under ten feet, too 
narrow for city approval. Louis 
VanAlstine brought in a corrected 
measurement of 12 feet and asked 
that the planters be scratched from 
the new resolution, The commission 
concurred. 


Jack McCord, representing Boyne 
City Rotary Club presented a dona- 
tion of $110 to the commissioners for 
use by the fire department. 


Behling, Loding take the top 
vote total in Boyne election 


Incumbent Thelma Behling and for- 
mer city commissioner Marvin Loding 
were elected to the Boyne City Com- 
mission in Tuesday's election. The 
two received the highest votes among 
the 393 votes cast in the city election. 

Behling, running for her third term 
as a commissioner, received the high- 
est vote total, 225, while Loding re- 
ceived 122 votes, only 14 more than 
his closest opponent Robert Dun- 
nette, 


Although losing in the election to 
place two people on the commission, 
Ruth (Pat) Wulff and Rudy Florenski 
each gathered 84 votes. 

Defeated from a second term on the 
commission was Martin Paul, who 
gathered 78 votes. Only Elmer Crain 
had less votes getting 66 ballots with 
his name on them. 

The election was very light as in 
precinct one, only 162 people quali- 


fied to vote, voted. It was much the 
same in precinct two as only 231 cast 
a ballot. There are about 2000 regis- 
tered voters within the city. 

Over in East Jordan, although un- 
confirmed at this writing, Mayor Bill 
Merwin was re-elected, along with 
Cal Gotts and Clifford Gibbard. Al 
Joseph was also re-elected as he was 
running unopposed. Complete East 
Jordan results will be in next week’s 
County Press.

With the 60-day limit running out 
on temporary employment of an assis- 
tant in the city clerk-treasurer office, 
East Jordan city council called a spec- 
ial meeting on November 4. 

The council voted to extend the 
employment period another 60 days 
or less in order to have time to decide 
on final appointments. The exten- 
sion was agreed to by employee Sue 
Wodzinski, who had been switched 
from police department to the city 
office in September. A replacement 
for Wodzinski has been appointed. 
Wodzinski had been secretary for the 
city police. 

One of the reasons for delay has 
been to allow the council to learn if 
the city office could be staffed 
adequately by three instead of four 
employees, as formerly. Council is 
also considering sepatating the clerk- 
treasurer role into two positions. 

It was pointed out that it shouldn't 
cost the city more to split the work up 
between two present staff people, but 
mayor Bill Merwin noted the city 
would need ‘‘adequate job descrip- 
tions."". And councilwoman Ellen 
Cihak said it would also take time to 
have the ordinance printed up. 

Merwin was concerned that there 
had been no period as deputy clerk to 


help train one of the present staffers 
in the work. Former deputy clerk 
Gwen Frank had resigned, following 
the dismissal of former clerk- 
treasurer Fern Mortis.

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Childhood diseases not 
fully controlled 


District Health De- 
partment Number Three 
is warning parents of 
the continuing danger 
of childhood diseases 
and urging them ta 
make sure that all of 
their children are fully 
immunized. 

The diseases against 
which immunizations 
are needed, the District 
Health Department re- 
ports, are polio, mea- 
sles, mumps, rubella, 
diphtheria, pertussis 
and tetanus. 

“Many people be- 
lieve that these diseases 
no longer exist or that 
immunizations are no 
longer important,’’ said 
Carol Paxton, R.N., M. 
S.N. Director of Per- 
sonal Health Services 
for the District Health 
Department.”’ “The 
truth is that afl of those 
diseases still strike un- 
protected children, and 
some of them remain 


fairly common.”’ 

The District Health 
Department recom- 
mends a series of im- 
munizations that should 
be started at 2 months 
of age for most child- 
ren. The series should 
be completed prior to 
the childs entry into kin- 
dergarten. 

A tetanus and diph- 
theria booster should be 
given to adults and chil- 
dren every 10 years. 
This booster is often 
neglected by parents, 
and by students at 
about the ninth grade 
level.

On November 22, we mark the 20th 
anniversary of the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy. More 
than 400,000 Americans have been 
killed in gunfire since his death. 
Ironically, on this anniversary, Con- 
gress is considering legislation which 
would weaken, not strengthen, Amer- 
ica’s feeble gun laws. 

In 1968, when Congress passed the 
Gun Control Act, our legislators 
specifically prohibited mail-order gun 
sales because President Kennedy’s 
assassin, Lee Harvey Oswald, used a 
cheap tifle purchased from a Chicago 
mail-order house. The weapon was 
fitted with a telescopic gunsight, also 
acquired through the mail. Less than 
an hour after killing the President, 
Oswald killed police officer J.D. 
Tippit with a .38 caliber handgun 
acquired from yet another mail-order 
house. 

Now, the National Rifle Association 
wants to gut the 1968 Act through 
passage of the McClure-Volkiner Gun 
Decontrol Bill (S.914 and H.R. 2420). 
This bill would lift the prohibition on 
mail-order sales and again allow easy 
access to firearms by criminals and 
would be assassins. 


This bill must be stopped. Our 
Congress should not enact legislation 
which only invites mail-order murder.

The group will 
meet in Petoskey at 
Northern Michigan 
Mental Health Center, 
603 Lake St. in Pet- 
oskey at 7 p.m. 

A new chapter of 
Michigan Association 
for Emotionally Disturb- 
ed is forming in Char- 
levoix. Children born 
with this handicap have 
not been having their 
needs met in the edu- 
cational system, said 
Christa-Maria.

Without losing a step, East Jordan 
iron Works heads into its second 100 
years. New data processing is on its 
list of next steps. According to Betty 
Armstrong, data processing manager, 
upgrading computerization ‘‘ties 
sales offices in with instant commun- 
ication. It really makes them feel a 
part of the company,’ she said. 


EJIW has branch offices in Detroit, 
Grand Rapids, Chicago, and Cleve- 
land. Most of its products are 
marketed in the Middle West, but the 
company continuously hears of its 
products being seen in such faraway 
places as Belgium and Mexico. 

According to board chairman 
William Malpass, production is 
divided between satisfying industrial 
and municipal demand. Sometimes 
it’s 50-50, sometimes 60-40, either 
way. EJIW makes brake drums for 
heavy tractor equipment, drilling and 
tapping equipment, water mains and 
fittings, gate valves, fire hydrants, 
and other cast-iron components, be- 
sides the famous manhole covers. 

A big step in modernization came 
in 1978 when computerized produc- 


tion was installed. The old machine 
lathes required hand skill, said Tracy 
Malpass, chief engineer. Computeriz- 
ed jathes, on the other hand, require 
mental skills. Malpass said the com- 
pany was fortunate to have good 
Operators who can ‘‘edit the 
machines,’’ which are run by com- 
puter tapes, various perforations cal- 
ling for varied performance of the 
lathes. 

The white-coated operators, some 
of whom used to operate the old 
lathes, check, modify, and contro! 
speed, fluid injection, and sizing of 
the computerized operation. 


Because the company uses these 
lathes to produce a wide variety of 
items, employee-power continues te 
be essential, but production,.at the 
same time is quadrupled. _” 

‘‘We had to computerize to com- 
pete,”’ said Malpass. 


Modernization is also environmen- 
tally involved. Tad Malpass, con- 
cerned with this aspect of the com- 
pany, said the huge stacks have big 
fiberglas bags, collecting particles. 


# Iron Works starts second 100 


‘‘What you see now is steam,’’ said 
Malpass. 

The big building with the American 
flag on it houses the fiberglas system. 

In addition, Malpass continued, 
foundries are considered prime re- 
cyclers. The metal used in castings 
comes from junk cars and other 
cast-off metal objects. 

Noting the fact that the foundry has 
its own licensed iandfill, which has 
been praised by the Department of 
Natural Resources, Malpass said the 
company has generally been one or 
two steps ahead in good environ- 
mental practices. 

The company summarizes its pro- 
duction in technical language: ‘‘Gray 
and ductile iron castings’ production 
uses ‘‘green sand and hardened sand 
molding on high-pressure hydraulic- 
automated systems, producing 
castings from one to 6,000 pounds; 
core making, which includes bench, 
blown, shell, floor, and gas harden- 
ing; engineering service... machining 
on cemputer numerical controlled 
machines...a modern 102-iach water- 
cooled 50 tons-per-hour cupola...and 
a 40-ton induction holding furnace.”’
